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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: While Applicant's amendment is sufficient to 
overcome the 35 USC 103(a) rejection over Pallat et al. the amendment and arguments are not sufficient to overcome the 35 USC 103(a) 
rejection over Rusch in view of Wichert et al. Applicant asserts that one of ordinary skill in the art would not add mesotrione to the 
composition of Rusch because of the sensitivity of sugar beet to mesotrione treatment. While this may be true, sugar beet is merely one 
crop contemplated by Rusch (see page 2) and the herbicildal acitves are effectvie against a wide range of broad-leaved weeds. Rusch 
suggests adding other herbicides on page 5. Mesotrione has herbicidal activity against broadleaf weeds. It remains obvious to add 
mesotrione to the composition of Rusch and expect to produce a composition that is an effective herbicide against broad leaf weeds. 
Applicants arguments are not persuasive and the Examiner maintains the rejection. In addition, the claims are not comensurate in scope 
with the syngersism observed by Applicant .
